|Sp<uI«l Dispatch to The Colonlsi. I 

New Wkst.min.stek, Jan. 31. 
Tiiis luoriiing iit 8:30 o'clock Allan, 
Chai'lio and Aicliio McLean .ind Alex. 
Haro .suflored tho cxtieino poiialty of the 
law for tho murders of Usaher and Kolly 
ill Dec. , 1879. Tho i)risonor.s wore well 
disposed and very cool and collected, sub- 
mitting to everything required of thoiu 
with pationco. At 7.30 a. m. the hung- 
man fixed the ropes on tho boani and pro- 
cooded at 7.50 o'clock to tlin colls to pin- i 
ion the prisoners. .Vfter thoy wore pin- 
ioned thoy wore talccn out to tlie 
scafTold, which wa.s erected in tho nortli- 
east end of tho yard. Thoy mounted the | 
steps firmly, accompanied by tho Itcv. i 
Fathers Horri.s and Ohoruso, their spirit- | 
ual advisers, and took their places quietly. I 
They said, " For tho honor and glory of 
God I acknowledge my guilt. I forgive 
ovei-y ono from my heart, oven my execu- 
tioner, and I most humbly bog Almightly 
God to forgive me." Tho ropes wore 
tlton put on thoir necks nnd the caps 
dr.awn down, and at exactly 8:30 o'clock 
tho hangman pulled tho lover and dropped 
the unfortunates into Eternity. Thoy 
all died instantly, Charley being tho only 
ono who struggled. Thoy weru taken 
down at 0;30. A jurj' was ompannolcd 
and an inquest hold, when tho usual ver- 
dict was returned. The bodies were taken 
to Douglas street cenioterj' for interment. 

A special correspondent of The Colonist 
supplies. tho following narration of events 
anterior to tho day of execution, which 
will he found absorbingly interesting : 

THE OAOl 

is situated next to the courtliouao on tho 
^'oiitly rising ascent from the River Fra- 
.ser. It consists of two divisions or oblong i 
block houaos separated from ono another | 
by a court, tho whole surrounded by j 
wooden walls, whoso summit bristle with 
the glass of broken bottles, and sharpened i 
spikes. Arriving at tho gate wojpull the | 
bell and in answer to the summons the I 
obliging and vigilant gaoler Moresby do- ! 
mands, fthrough a stnall grating, tiiu | 
cause and nature of our visit. A word or | 
two nnd the gate is opened and wo aro | 
shortly within tlie walls. Passing up the 1 
yard, whicli is remarkable for nothing but 
its cleanliness, wo turn to the left and I 
enter a door. This is tho entrance to the 
building wherein are situated the office, 
kitchen and some 10 cells, 8 on each side 
of .a narrow passage running from one enil 
to tho other of the building. On tho left 
hand side of this short passage, in alter- 
nate cells, the convicts McLean and Haro 
are detained in the iron grip of tlio law. 
Boforo the receipt of the intelligencu that 
the death ponnlty must be carried out, 
ordinary prisoners from tho chain-gang 
are also confined within the building, but 
thoy have since been removed to other 
quarters. On this our first visit (on the 
evening of Friday 21st) the prisoners 
were all sleeping peacefully in their blan- 
kets, 80 that the public must be content 
with a short description of the colls — tho 
description of ono answering for all. Tho 
cell is 9 feet high and 9x7 square, ligijtcd 
))y a small window 9x18 inches, 8 foot 
from the ground ondsecurod by tho usual 
perpundicular iron bars. No furniture 
i.'ncumbers tho coll, in fact, there v,-ns no- 
thing for the eye to rest upon but the 
sleeping form of the pri!:onor, the white- 
washed w.all and coal-tarred skirting- 
board. The walls of the colls are inches 
thick on the aido next to the court and on 
tho remaining three sides thoy aro Ihreo 
inches thick. Unfortunately safctj' forms 
no prominent feature of these cells. The 
walls for seven iiichca from tlieir 'oases 
arc rotten— in fact they are nothing more 
or less than " plank" and can be i)ullcd 
to pieces with the fingers. Had tho pri- 
.soncra desired it they could have emerged 
from their confinement within a few hours 
by simply using tho heels of their boots. 
One of the doors, it is said, fell oft' its 
hinges, tho wood being too much decayed 
to sustaii'i tho strain. 

.THE BEHAVIOUIl 

of the prisoners since thoir ndiDisuioii on 
the 28th Dec, 1879, up to a month ago, 
has been bad— characterized by ono con- 
tinued resistance to authority and dotianco 
of discipline interspersed with small plots 
to escape, nnd exhibitions of a disposition 
to gratify a splenetic vein. To recount 
all of them would take too long, and too 
much space, but wo will give a few of 
thcni. On one occasion, shortly after 
thoir arrival, Allan McLean on issuing 
from his coll in advance of Mr. Moresby, 
fell suddenly backwardu, turning round 
while doing do. Mr. Moresby, ever on 
his guard while dealing with thuso men, 
pushed Allan violently forward, sending 
hint some feot away from him, and draw- 



ing his revolver ordered hiin to re-enter 
his cell. A knifo concealed in Allan's 
sleeve had caught the eye of ilorcsby and 
to obtain possession of it lie doetnod it 
prudent to relegate the active and daring 
Ishmaelito to his coll. With levelled re- 
volver Mr. IVlorosby gives tho command 
in calm but dotormined tones, "Allan, 
return to your colL" "I won't," is tho 
ie]j!y of tho o.>ccited and fiory outlaw. 

" iShoot ! you sou of a , shoot ! I'm 

not afraid of an ounce of lead." For a 
moment tb^ stand watdiing one another, 
and then thwarted," but not subdued, Mc- 
Lean enters his cell. With aasiatanco a 
search is institutod and a knifo is found 
among his blankets. Whonco this knife 
was obtained no one could toll. There 
cin bo no doubt but that Allan's inten- 
tion was to plungo tho knife into Mores- 
by, obtain his revolver, and then, exper- 
ience tells us, nothing but lead would 
have bafllod his escape. Similar scones 
were of such frequent occurrence that 
special permission was obtained to chain 
them to tho walls which had tho etVoct of 
cooling them down. Archie, howovor, 
occasionally snarled a little, and on ono 
occasion defied Mr. Green with an iron 
bucket. Submi.ssion here had to bo made 
and Archie was firmly but quietly brought 
to his ''bearings." Whistling, cursing, 
shouting, and dancing wore thoir— shall 
wij call it — daily amusement, and com- 
prised a medley seldom l;nown in the 
annals of a convict's lifo antocodont to 
execution. Therq can bo little doubt, 
however, that tho thought of wh.at was- 
"to bo" weighed heavily on their minds. 
The samo brutal instinct which prompted 
them to thieve and murder for tlio sako 
of making heroes of thoniaolvcs, impelled 
them to theao unseemly exhibitions of bra- 
vado — a behavior jshich under such cir- 
cumst.mces is like that of littlo boys 
whistling in tho dark to scare away the 
rat.i. Hero wo might tell of

which was concocted to oli'oct escape on 
tho day fixed for tho execution under tho 
first triah Among tho common prison- 
ers was one John Houry IVIakai, a half 
breed Kanaka, undergoing a sentence of 
two months' imprisonment motod out to 
him by J. A. Kaynuir, Ks(i. , J.P. , for 
soiling liquor to Indians. This wrotch 
applied to Mr. Moresby to bo allowed to 
act as executioner. The gaoler gave an 
evasive answer, but frequent importunities 
from tho samo quarter made him sus- 
picious that "something was up." By 
prudent enquiring, by listening and 
wntching he ascertained that some scheme 
was on foot between the whi.sky. seller 
and tho prisoners. Through tlio agency 
of another prisoner it was found (Uit that 
Jfakai had mado arrangements with tho 
McLeans and Hare that ho .should, if 
possible, obtain tho position of execution- 
er. He should by some moans secure 
po.'session of a knifo and while pinioning 
the men prior to thoir taking their posi- 
tion on the sca'tlbld he was to cut tlio ropes 
almost through, leaving n few threads 
sullicient to maintain the lopes in their 
place and thus avoid su.-ipicion until the 
proper time f(U' nttenipting escape liad ar- 
rived. Once in t|-.« yard, the ropes wcr» 
to bo burst and a desperate dash iiiade for j 
liberty. ' 

.Should the plan succeed Jlakai was to 
be rewarded with 100 head of cattlo nnd 
40 horses from Hector McLean. Makai 
WHS taxed by Mr. Moresby with being en- 
gaged in the conti^iiracy and divulged the 
whole plot and on reaching his cell two 
knives wcro fuund, probably obtained 
from somo outsider when working in tho 
chain-gang. Ono more petite historic: 
One night shortly boforo tho news of tho 
day of execution was recc-ivnd Mr. Mores- 
by's attention was attracted by some loud 
and oxcited talking between tho McLeans 
and Hare from cell to coll. This talking 
was kept up fm' an unusual length of 
time and noxt inoniiiig their cell.'^i were 
searched with no results, but after tho 
visit of tho priest to whom tho affair was 
mentioned by tho gaoler he obtained from 
the prisoners somo knives, a few nails 
sharpened to tine point and the liandlo of 
a tin cup which had been llattoned out 
and upon which a keen cutting surface 
had been ground in some way. These 
had been stowod away in some of tho rat 
holes in (he coll and had escaped tho 
search. 

THE IIAY OK EVKCI IIO.N 

was announced to the prisoners liy the 
gaoler on Thursday tho 20th January. 
Allan was tho first ono to whom it was 
told. Ho was brought into the office, 
Htrijiped and a complete change of clothes 
given him. iSborifl" Morris(i:i then said 
to him, ".Allan, your da}' of execution lias 
been t'lxed for the .'!lst ■lanuiuy, Monday 
week, at 8 o'clock in the uioniiiig. Have 
you any vuvd to soiid to your friends/" 
To which he loplicd, "No, I have been 
expecting this every day. I knew it must 
come sometime. You will write to Hec- 
tor and tell him not t(< t;dvo any revenge 
on Palmer or anybody else for our death. 
It can't be helped now. " He was recon- 
ducted to his cell, but subscciuenlly sent 
for the gaoler and asked him to write to 
his wife in tho unpor country and toll her 
that it was his dying wish that she shuiild 
take good care of the children. 

Archie IMcLean, the younge.-it of ihe 
lut, was then brought in nnd tin; same 
announcement made to him. In answer 
to the query as to whether he had any 
word U) send to his friends Arciiie s:iid, 
"No, 1 have nothing to say or send to 
any friends. Thoy have done nothing 
for me and I wouldn't care if all niy 
friends got hung. " 

Charlie McLean and Hare maintained 
'1 stolid siUtnco and had nothing to say. Of 
the four Allan appeared to realise his 
[losition most. Ho was downo;i.st but re- 
signed, extremely quiet, but not a move- 
ment of a muscle or the slightest quiver 
was betrayed by him on the receipt of the 
aivful news, .\rchics chest heaved a little, 
and Charlie's face turned pale. Haro was 
indifferent. On stripping Allan McLean 
the gaoler removed the strings which held 
hia irons up, which caused McLean to re- 
mark that he need not fear his commit- 
ting suicide as he intended to moot his 
fate like a man and If ho wished to make 
an end to his lifo ho could easily kill him- 
self in his cell by tearing his shirt into 
strips and then hang himself from tho 
iron grating. 

Since tho '20th tho unhappy criminals 
ate nnd slept well, all paying groat atten- 
tion to tho ministrations ot tho Rev. 
Fatiior Horris who had been unremitting 
in his ofibrts to bring them to a proper 
state ot mind as well as a proper sonso of 
thoir position.

Hon, Mr. Walkem asked leave to iiitro- 
duco a Bill intituled " An Act to amend 
the 'Mineral Act, 1873.' " 

Bead a first time and ordered for ho- 
coiul reading on Thursday. 

UE.SOLUTIO.V.S. 

Mr. Abrams moved — For an order of 
the House for copies of all correspondonco 
betwoon the Supt. of Education and tho 
trustees of the Wellington School, Tho 
mover said that he called for tho corres- 
pondonco in consequence of an article 
which appeared in The (7ofonist newspaper 
a short time ago reflecting on tho Supt. 
of Education. Carried. 

Mr. Piuibury moveil— That a report be 
submitted to this House of all applications 
for now school districts, with statoment of 
tho number of children of school ago that 
accompanied each application; also, for 
increase of te.ichers or school accommoda- 
tion, giving (in every ca3(!) the namo of 
lilaco and electoral district, and tho re- 
sult, whether granted or refused; also, tho 
names of all teachers who have tempo- 
rary certiticatos, tho length of time thoy 
have been teaching, atid tho names of 
places and oloctoml districts in which 
they are employed. Tho report to cover 
the period eonnnoncing July, 1878, to 
pieseiit date. 

Tho mover w.as of tho opinion that 
thoro would bo no objection to tho reso- 
lution. 

Mr. Sniithe insecouding remarked that 
ho wished tho resolution to pass for vari- 
ous reasons. Tho Oovernmont had adopt 
od a now rule with regard to public school 
finances. luymorly the school grant was 
available for ctlucational purposes wher- 
ever it was coiisidcrcd necessary to appro- 
priate money. Now each district had a 
certain sum voted for its requirements 
and when a now school district was peti- 
tioned for tho reply was — no funds— and 
the blamo was put on tho representatives 
of the district. This had happened very 
often. Because a member did not ask 
for au amount to be put in tho estimates 
for a now school district nothing cor Id be 
done. If the Government does not place 
on the estimates a sura for a particular 
now school district that proposed district 
cannot bo formed. The Hou.90 should bo 
in a pcsitinn to see that the Government 
do thoir duty in these matters. Districts 
could not lie established becauao no mcmey 
was voted. Appropriations had been 
asked for in several districts, somo of 
which were referred to by tho Hon, 
member, .Mayno Islnnd, particularly, 
wl'.ere tlioi'o were 30 children of school 
age and entirolj' out of the reach of a 
school and tho answer invariably was — no 
money available — other districts having 
as good cliiima as Cowiclian had boon 
treated in tho same manner and the 
House wanted to know about such inat- 
ti^rs. He thought there would be no ob- 
jection to the resolution. 

Hon. -Mr. Walkem had not tho slight- 
est olijoctiim to tho resolution. 

Mr. Miira stated that there was groat 
dissati.sfaction in Yalediatrict about school 
matters. 'Vlion tru.itees had written to 
tho iSuperintendent of Educatiim thoy 
had ljoo;i iiiformod that tho district moiu- 
beia were to blamo for not applying for 
grants and that was the reason that funds 
were not available. It was not necessary 
for ropresontativcs to make application 
for monoy when it had already boon 
voted. The Superintendent of P^duca- 
tion was very wrong in making people bo- 
liovo that it was the fault of thoir niom- 
bers. Tho burning down of tho Yalo 
school house was then referred to. It wai 
insured for 0500 which was not sufiicient 
to rebuild it. Tho Government should 
have taken steps to replace it at once, in- 
stead of which that important district 
with a largo number of eliildren of school 
rtgo and without a private school of any 
sort whoro they could attend was deprived 
of educational advantages. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys had no objection 
to tho ros(dution. It had been tho aim of 
tho govornmont to establish schools whorc- 
over it could bo done; but tho means v.'oro 
wholly inadequate to do so in every case. 
He was not responsible for the conduct 
of tho superintendent of education in 
sending replies of an improper character, 
if such had bci-n done. This was now to 
him, but if so it was cortanily very wrong. 
Witli rcforonco to tho Yale difliculty both 
he and the superintendent of educatien 
had asked tho trustees to provide tem- 
porary accommodation for the school in 
somo way or other. A placo might have 
boon rented or somo arrangement made, 
but noitlior honorthcsuporintendontcould 
compel thu trustees to do that. Monoy 
could not bo diverted from tho purpose 
for which it had been voted. 

Mr. AVilson thought tho provincial 
.Booretaiywas no;t quite accurate in his ' re- 
marks. Ho saw from the finance minis- 
tor's report that aomo §6000 of tho school 
grant was unexpended. A portion of this 
sum might havo been appropriated for 
the rebuilding of the Yalo school houBO 
and in establishing now districts, but this 
had not been done. Provision ought to 
bo made for now districts and an extra 
sum pnt down for such a purpose. 



Mr. Humphreys explained that there 
were no-availablo nioan.s from which funds 
could be drawn. Jionics wore voted for 
a specific purpose from which they could 
not bo'^divertod.^^ - 

Sir. Mara considered that when a school 
house was burned down it was plainly tho 
duty of the govornmont to supplement tho 
8500 and roljuild it, especially when thoro 
were so many children requiring a school, 
and when there w.as somo §(5(D00 unex- 
pended. Tho lesolution was carried. 

TniBB BEADIKOS. 

Rovonuo Act ximondmcnt Bill (No. 1) 
passed its third reading. 

Report of Committee on Lino Fences 
and Water Courses Amondinont Bill (No. 
2) was slightly amended and adopted. To 
be. read a third time on Thursday. 

SECOND REAOIN'US. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem in introducing tho 
Public P.trks Amendment Bill (No. 3) re- 
marked that in 187(i an Act wa.s passed 
for dealing with public parks, but it had 
boon found that it did not go far enough 
and that further powers should bo granted 
by giving tho municipalities full power to 
deal with them, and prevent tho cutting 
down of trees and in other ways interfer- 
ing with them. 

iMr. .1. W. Williams thought the bill a 
good ono; but that soc. 11 should bo 
struck out. It was wrong to leave such 
power in tho hands of tho Govornor-in- 
Council. Tho Corporation might expend 
a largo sum of money in improving Boa- 
con hill park and then the Govornmont 
might slop in and take it nw.ay from tho 
city. 

i^Ir. Ferguson thought that municipali- 
ties shouhl have full power to deal with 
those questions. Session after session 
municipal Acts had been boforo tho 
House for amendment, and ho was of 
opinion that fuller power should bo 
granted. 

Mr. Ash wished to call the attoiition of 
the House to clause 7 of tho bill giring 
corporations the power to levy tn.\cs. 
These powers should bo defined. 

Bill road a second time and committed, 
Mr. Gallagher in tho Chair. 

Mr. Wilson wished to ask tho Attorney 
General what other parks wore sot apart 
beside Beacon Hill ? 

Hon. Mr. Walkom replied tliat thoro 
was one at Mount Douglas and another at 
Now Westminster. These wore all he 
know of. 

Mr. Ash referred to the land oast of 
James Bay and thought it should bo trans- 
ferred to tho corporation. Mr, Wilson 
should look to this matter. 

IMr. Drunnuond quite approved of 
clause (5 na it stood, but ho did not ap- 
prove of a powder magazine at Boacon 
Hill. It should bo romovud. 

Mr. Ash was not satisfied with tho 
clause. Great want of judgment had 
been shown on tho part of tho authorities 
iu allowing powder to bo stored in tho 
middle of tho p;irk. The park at Cordova 
Bay ought to go with Cedar Hill. 

Mr. Smithe considered tho clause a 
good ono. Tho objections did not amount 
to anything at all. It would bo a bonotit 
to tho city to havo full control of the 
park. At some future time tho INIount 
Douglas park shoidd bo convoyed to tho 
city. The clause passed. • Clause 7 was 
then read. 

Mr. Ash thought that tho powers of the 
corporation should be defined. 

IMr. Wilson was of opinion that tho 
clause would bo hotter inserted in the 
Municipal Amendment Bill. 

Mr. Smithe agreed with the member 
for Victoria. 

Hon. Mr. Walkom was not in favor of 
putting tho clause into tho other bill. 

Hon. Mr. Boa ven thought on reflection 
that tho clause ought to remain where it 
was. He did not regard the clause as at 
all indefinite. 

JMr. Wilson — Why not word it proper- 
ly / At presoiu the clause is too vague. 

Hon. Mr. Beaveu replied that the cor- 
poration would bo gifted with tho samo 
power as tho trustees. 

Mr. Wilson— Was'it tho intention of tho 
govornmont to levy a tax on tho park or 
on tho city. 

Mr. Mcllmoyl asked if tho park was 
convoyed to the municipality would it bo 
a part of corporatipn property! If tho 
words "within tho municip'iUty" were add- 
ed that ■would tneet tho difficulty. 

After somo further discussion the clause 
amended as abovo was carried. Clauges 
8 and 9 passed and clause 10, making it 
lawful for thu Lieut. -Governor-in-Council 
to rovoko any grant of tlio corporation, 
was struck out, and tho bill was reported 
complote. 

LAW OF PKOPEUTT. 

Tho second reading of tho bill to amend 
tho Law of property and Trustees' Relief 
Bill was moved by Hon. Mr. Walkom. 
He explained that the bill was introduced 
at the request of several members of tho 
Bar. It was a highly necessary measure 
and would, he hoped, become a law. Ho 
then proceeded to explain the Bill which 
was described it length in those column.-i 
on Sunday. 

Boforo adopting tho report of tho Me- 
chanics' Lien Law Amondinont Bill Mr. 
Walkem asked that a verbal alteration bo 
mado, viz.: Tho insertion of the word 
"sale." 

!Mi'. Asli objected on principle that 
notice should be given before alteration 
be mado. 

Mr. Walkem said tho alteration was 
unimportant and it was a custom to ask 
tho leave of the House to mako such 
amendmonta. 

Tho amendment was mado and tho re- 
port was allowed to stand over until to- 
day. 

Tho house thou atljourned until 2 p.m. 
to-daj'.

The 
writor says that about two infuitlis pre- 
vious to the date 01 his communication a 
report reached Sitka to tlio etrect that 
gold had been discovered in Talioii,an In- 
dian possession about luO miles south- 
oast of Sitka. Tho people were at first in- 
credulous because the old mines in the 
locality named had often been examined 
and nothing rich enough to pay the ne- 
cessarily enormous coat of working had 
boon found. But the fiattoring rumors 
continued to come nnd finally a pnrty 
of small capitalists left Sitka for Takon 
with the intention of learning tho true 
prospects there, .\ftcr being gono twenty- 
lour days thoy returned, and, according 
to tho statement of thu writor, declared 
that nothing like tho Takou niiiios had 
ever boon seen before, as proof of their 
nssortion producing several pieces of ore 
aggregating 300 ]ioniidH weigh I, wbicli 
yield upon assay nearly §200 of pure gold. 
On this showing the people <jf Sitka arc 
aaid to havo commenced a wholesale mi- 
gration. CJoinmaiuIer Glass Eont a small 
party, headed by au oQicor, who on their 
return Stiurfurth asserts coiitirmed tho 
first report. Capt. Vandcrbilt, of tho tug 
Favorite, went to the diggings with eighty 
minors. Locations were being mado with 
feverish haste and preparations were be- 
ing mado by everybody to commence 
work in earnest next spring. — Post.

On opening the dry goods and grocery 
store of Messrs. A. G. Horuo tt Son", 
Victoria Crescent, on Wcilncsd.iy morn- 
ing, it was immediately .seen that burglars 
had been at workdiiring the night, and that 
a largo quantity of goods had been stolon, 
for shelf after shelf which had oontjiincd 
expensive goods in tho store were quite 
empty. On further insp"ction it was 
J'i)uiHl that tho burglars had eU'ectod an 
entrance by prying off tho inside shuttora 
of tho rear window, which gavo admit- 
tance to tho oflico and thence into the 
store. Tho burglars, no doubt, first tried 
the safe, for tho marks of sharp instra- 
fnents are quito plainly to bo soon, but 
the safe being one of J. it J. Taylor's, 
did not budge worth a cent. Foiled in 
this they evidently proceeded to tho till 
on tho grocery sidu and took tho S3 in 
'•short bits" that had been left in tho till 
overnight. This over thoy commenced 
packing up the finest chithing, blankets, 
Baltic shirts, underclothing, etc., besides 
several boxes of cboico brands of tobacco. 
On looking around on tho outsido at tho 
side and rear of tho building was found a 
largo amount of .tho missing goods. 
Shortly after other portions of tho goods 
were found on Gavnn street in front of 
Jlr. Peck's residence, and cloao to tho 
lamp post near tho Company's oflico on 
Haliburtoii street. 

■ The police were at once notified, and 
Constaliles .Stewart, Drake and Pargeter 
immediately conimeiiceda thorough search 
of the different Indian and Chincaohouaos 
and about 10 o'clock on Wednesday night 
they made n special raid on a small houso 
opposite tho office, occupied by a China- 
man namod Jako and his wife. On the 
bod in which Jake nnd his wife More 
sleeping, they fmind two pairs of blankets 
whicli Mr. A. O. Horno immediately re- 
cognized as part of tho stolen goods. The 
constables thereupon arrested tho inmates 
and the ''d.-ivbifH" wei'o put on Jake, 
.Take's wife, .All Vok Lv.et (wlni by tho 
way v.as tried n few weelcs ago for steal- 
ing some jew(;lry from a Chinawnman but 
was diamiased) and Ah Kling nnd march- 
ed off to durance vile. Qn a further in- 
spection several plugs of tobacco were 
found accreted under tho ashes in tho fire 
places and under the hearth. A shirt 
was found liiddon under a pile of coal, 
whilu behind a stump was found a 
largo bundlo of tho stolen goods.
